Money in circulation declined rap 
idly after the reopening of the bank 
in March, 1933, and has continued 
since to decline from week to week,

enlargement of payrolls and In 
crease in the volume of retail trade,” 
the Comptroller said, which, he 
added, “Indicates a continued return 
of money from hoards as banking 
facilities were reestablished.”

Nearly three times as many | 
cases Of tuberculosis as whooping | 
cough are reported, which cannot | 
represent true conditions. | 
It is the moral and legal duty of 
every family head to report all cases | 
of communicable diseases, such as 
whooping cough, to the local health | 
officer. Suspected cases should be} 
reported as such, and the patient | 
isolated until the diagnosis is cer- 
tain. Whooping cough is most in- 
fectious in the early stage, often 
before the “whoop” develops. (Some 
definite cases never whoop.) | 
PROTECTIVE MEASURES | 
Preventing contact of infants with 
anyone who may be infected is the 
best possible protection.
